I.  John  B.  Luke,  New  Bedford,  Coshocton  County,  Ohio;  Civil 
War  Veteran,  served  in  the  51st  Ohio  Infantry;  born  Nov. 
18,  1820  and  died  Nov.  9,  1890,  near  Lakeville,  Indiana 
where  the  family  resided.  He  is  buried  in  Fair  Cemetery, 
Mulberry  Road,  Union  Township,  St.  Joe  County,  Indiana. 
He  was  married  to  Christena  Kaser  of  New  Bedford,  Ohio, 
vicinity,  born  Oct.  13,  1837.  After  the  death  of  grand¬ 
father,  Christena  and  her  children  Ida,  Ella  and  Allen 
returned  to  New  Bedford,  Ohio  where  grandma  lived  until 
her  death,  Feb.  21,  1912.  She  is  buried  in  Zion  Cemetery 
beside  her  daughter  Ida.  She  was  our  grandma  who 
smoked  the  corn  cob  pipe,  and  a  loving  person  was  she. 
Her  late  residence  is  now  owned  by  Jonathan  Kleinknecht 
who  lives  there.
